They found it dangerous to keep me 
any longer. I told them I would do what the 
Devil never w ould—leave the Confederate do- 
minions. 

They had made up their minds to hang me, 
at one time, and I told them if they would al- 
low me one hour under the gallows to make 
a dying speech, they might do it. Bat they 
uccumed to hang me under these conditions. - 

But, gentlemen, we have whipped them, and 
we wil) do it again, and continue to do it until 
we drive them, with all the devils in them, 
into the Gulf of Mexico, as did our Saviour 
the swine into the sea of Gallilee when they 
were troubled in the same manner.

Our Army Pursuing the 


Flying Rebels. 


— 


For some time past it has been evident to 


al! who have watched the current of news that 
matters were fast approaching a crisis on the 
upper Tennessee. For the defense of Mem- 
phis from land attack, and asa protection 
against the advance of our arms south and 
west, the rebels had concentrated the flower 
af their army, making the centre of their op- 
erations at Corinth, Mississippi, near the 
horthwest corner of that State, their line 
thence stretching north and westerly through 
Humboldt, Jackson, Unien City and other 
pointa to Island No. 10. 

Corinth is about one hundred miles east of 
Memphis, on the Charleston and Memphis 
Railroad. East of Corinth the rebel 
line extended to Decatur, in Alabama. 
The entire command General Beanregard had 
recently assumed. Beauregard’s department 
is understood to extend at least as far east as 
Decatur, Alabama, and westward as far as 
may be necessary for the defense of Meg 
phis. He was known to have been mak 
his headquarters last week at Corinth—witbin 
ten or fifteen miles of our picket lines; and 
during a portion of the week it is also certain 
that he had around him at the same point 
Generals Polk, Johnston, Pillow, Cheatham, 
Freeman ‘and Wright. Thus much of the 
operations and preparations of the rebels. 

On the other other hand our own forees, un- 
der Gen. Grant, had made their line of defense 
the Tennessee river, and passing up in an im- 
mense fleet of transports, had accumulated 
their splendid army im the vicinity of Savan- 
nab, on the east bank of the Tennessee river, 
the County Seat of Hardin county, and twen- 
ty-two miles from the southern boundary of 


fense, and where, indeed, at the arrival of our 
troops, the enemy had just completed a 
battery, so little were the rebels prepared 
for the fall of Donelson. Of the Federal army 
and its composition we wait to speak more 
advisedly and in detail, but we can say here 
they were flower of our Western troops. 
A week since, on Saturday, the ad- 
vance of Gen. Buell’s army arrived 
on the Tennessee, opposite Savannah, 
and commenced crosaing the river on Sunday 
morving, thus forming a junction with 
Grant. Gen. Grant, in the early part of last 
week, sent a force to destroy the Mem- 
phis and Charleston Railroad, which they 
accomplished, tearing up ten miles of the 
track, and thus breaking the connections be- 
tween the rebel lines. But the rebels rapidly 
repaired fhe track and restored connection be- 
tween their lines, and were constantly recelv- 
ing reinforcements of men and munitions via 
this road at Corinth. There were in the united 
armies of Buell and Grant one hundred and 
seventy regiments of infantry and cavalry, 
witha magnificent equipment of fleld batteries. 

Thus for some days these two immense ar- 
mies have rested over agalust each other, 
pickets constantly exchanging shots, 
skirmishing being of dally occurrence. The 
Federal camp at Pittsburgh occupied a Veauti- 
fal site, a broad, open area, filled with tenta, 
stretching back to the base of a range of 
densely wooded hills. In this position they 
have been attacked, as we learn from our last 
nicht's dispatches, by the enemy under Gen. 
Beauregard, who, staking all on the issue of 
the fight, has ventured only to lose. It would 
seem that the first intimation of the design of 
the enemy was to be gained from the events
